He has made that 
clear. 
2. He has had more than his 
share of troubles in running the 
giant city.

“ In the past I was opposed to taking doe deer,” said Hhul- 
tis. “ hut after untold damage to my farm, I ran only say that, 
If the sjMirtsmen don't do something about the deer situation, 
I will. Ev ery day there are at least 9 0 deer on my property . 
My Held of clov er is gone and there is other damage. It ha* 
Anally come to the point where I got the deer or the deer 
get me." Strong words, hut Mr. Shultis long since abandoned 
the romantic approach to the deer problem. Rill Goodman, 
district game manager for the area, pointed out that 7 7 per­ 
mits had been issued in Dutchess County and 50 In l ister. 
An ex tended deer-of-elther-sex season was the solution used 
in western counties. Goodman said. It has cut down the num­ 
ber of permits in that area from 200 to about 50. 


“We in U lster Cou nty know tha t large herds of deer roam in 
the W ittenb erg-Phoenicia and sou thern U lster areas,” says H orn­ 
b eck. “All one has to do is ride these areas at night. These deer 
have to eat and they are not choosy ab ou t wjho« e property they 
ru in.
